Items 5 and 13: 

The terminal disclaimer filed on March 8, 2007 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,503,862 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Therefore, Applicant's reply has overcome the rejection of claims 30, 37 and 40-49 on 
the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting, as being unpatentable over claims 
1-13 of U.S. Patent No. 6,503,862 in view of Ishii et al. (EP 918 145), Frestad et'al. (US 
4,975,406) and Kirby (US 5,593,647). 

Item 11: 

The request for reconsideration has been considered, but it does not place the application 
in condition for allowance for the same reasons set forth in the final Office Action. 
Beginning on page 12 (second paragraph), Applicants argue, 

"Kirby fails to cure the deficiencies of Noda, in that Kirby does not suggest that 
the relationship between the amount of washcoat in a first (inner) and second (outer) 
catalyst layers increases the HC conversion efficiency by allowing the HC released in the 
underlying HC trap layer to the quickly oxidized and reduced. Kirby merely discloses in 
column 3, line 53 to column 4, line 2 that the amounts of the washcoats on the inner and 
outer catalyst layers are controlled in view of the purification characteristics for the 
exhaust components HC, CO and NOx. Nowhere does Kirby disclose or suggest that the 
amounts of the washcoats on the inner and outer catalyst layers exert such significant 
influence on heat capacity of the respect catalyst layers to thereby allow quick 
oxidization of the HC released from an underlying the HC trap layer ." 

Applicants' arguments are not persuasive. Prima facie obviousness is not rebutted my merely 
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recognizing additional advantages or latent properties present in the prior art. See MPEP 2145 
(II). The mere recognition of latent properties in the prior art does not render nonobvious an 
otherwise known invention. In re Wiseman, 596 F.2d 1019, 201 USPQ 658 (CCPA 1979); In re 
Baxter Travenol Labs., 952 F.2d388, 21 USPQ2d 1281 (Fed. Cir. 1991). Also, the fact that 
Applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from following the 
suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences would 
otherwise be obvious." Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). 
Applicants additionally argue, 

". . . In fact, Kirby does not disclose a structure with an HC trap layers, followed by first 
and second catalyst layers disposed thereon." 

Applicants' arguments are not persuasive. The test for obviousness is not whether the features of 
a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor 
is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. 
Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those 
of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981).
